The distance which soparated the advanced British lin> 
and the enemy’s batteries was, ronghly speaking, a mile, and 
a3 evory offic2r at tho front had his instructions how to act 
during this phraze of the engagem>nt—which had been 
fally foreseon by the Duke—the isfantry immediately ceased 
firing at their noarast opponents, poured volleys by 
sections into the cnemy’s guns, 

Whilst this singular combat was proceeding, column after 
column of the British forces crossed the E;herow, and, in 
half an hour, every bit of cover afforded hy the east bank 
of the river sheltered its hiddon lines of men, who sent 
scathing blasts of load into and about ths Invaders’ 
batteries. 

This could not last. The casualties amongat th> foreign 
gunners becam: s> serious that, in some insta1c.s, batteries 
were with lrawn altogother, aad, in others, silenced. After 
this achievemant von Meissenhofen confidently exp2cted 
that the British aivaice would be ronewed, and thit at 
last his doadly lines of trenches would be assaulted. 

But no. The British infantry simply turned their attention 
to the opposing trenches which their guns had never ceased 
firing at, whilst at least half of the troops in the fighting 
line devotod their efforts with ant-liks zeal to the further 
development of the field-works already co:;nmenced. 

Thus far, tho result of the battle, though apparently 
favourable to tho assailants, was not nocossarily s> in a 
strategical sonse. The ground hid merely boen cleared fo: 
a sorious eagagement. All that had gone before was tha 
cesupation in force of debitable territory, which the Aliss 
neither intended nor wished to hold in faca of a determined 
attack. 

The really s>rious business would begin when the British 
endeavoured to carry by assault the enemy’s main position, 
-_ this was precisely what thoy did not se2m lactlaed to 


General von Meissenhofen waited in vain for the devoted 
battalions t>» hurl themselves against his lines.
